With a competent and skillful hospital 
staff of able and experienced physicians 
and aurgeons; with a splendidly equipped 
establishment, aupplied with everything 
known to the most advanced circles of 
modern medicine; with a situation nnsur- 
pisse<l in the whole country as to ventila- 
tion, drainage, fresh air and attractive 
Htnd health stiniulaling environments, St. 
Anthony's will certainly offer every pos- 
bible advantage to rich and |>oor alike for 
the cure of serious diseases, as s retreat 
for those in sn enfeebled or anemic con- 
dition, where such care as usually only 
comes from mother or wife is freely be- 
atowed.

Every member of the congtesstion is 
considered s member of tliesssodstion, 
each of whom will enter heartily into the 
laudable undertaking. 'The pariah has 
been divided into about thirty districts 
with a collector for each, whose duty it 
will l>e to call upon every family in his 
district the lirst week of every month and 
receive theii monthly contributions to- 
ward paying off the debt now upon the 
church, The names of the contelbutors 
and the amount paid will be posted on a 
bulletin to be placed in the vettibnle of 
the church. 

The debt now upon St. Louis Bertrand's 
ch'irch amounts to about (4ll,ll'l^), and it 
is believed that by pushing this plan 
vigorously it will lie wii)ed out entirely 
within the next six or seven years with- 
out burdening any one.

came into being. 

Ttie history of fraternal societies in 
general is as old as Christianity itself. 
Under various forms and for various pur- 
poses fraternal societies have existed ever 
since tbe dawning of the Christian sis. 
Fraternity, however, has divergent mean- 
ings. The goo^ sod the bed aUkc utilize 
the name "fraternity" for the carrying 
out of thdr apedfic works. The only 
true fraternity in the beginning .va:; the 
Catholic church. She attached to the 
word "brother" a meaning it never had 
before; she fostered a spirit that antiquity 
never dreamed of. The fatherhood of 
God and the brotherhood of msa waa ia*,^^ 
stituted for all peoples and for SU fl^i^lp 
Her religious orders, bur sbd^ics for 
chariUble purposes, bar sodetiss for the 
spresding snd propsgstion of the Chris- 
tian fsitb, are after all the fruita of 
fraternity in a truly Christisn form. Fra- 
ternity has for its natural sources the 
family and the nation. The members 
a family are the highest ideals of a ft*- 
te.-rfty, the very personification of frater- 
nity, and 08 an aggregation of individnsla 
and of familiea made up s astioa, so a 
nation aa a unity, and pirtionlsrly our 
own nation, is the most beta^ otm- 
pli4cstioa of nstioasl fcstsftlty mt^iofid 
haa ever seen. 

Tbe Young Men's Institute, although 
it has branches in nearly every State in 
the Union, and iu nearly every place in 
British Columbia which can support a 
council, was founded in San Frandacoon 
March 4, iKs.t, not quite nineteen ytera 
ago. The men who formed this sodety.snd 
without whidi no srtide upon tbe organ- 
ization or record of the sodety itonid be 
complete, ooosisted of John J. McDade, 
Jsmes F. Smith, George R. Maxwell, 
William H. Gagso, William T. Rvaii anil 
Bdward I. Sheehan. Five of these arc 
still active spirits in the organization, the 
other, William H. Gagan, having de- 
parted this life a little mora than three 
years ago. 

Judge James F. Smith, now ooe of the 
Justices of the Supreme Court in the 
Philippine Islands, became tbe first 
President of the order, then oondstiug of 
one branch. In the history of fraternal 
societies he was a unique character. He 
posseased an indomitable energy and per- 
severance, which has characterized him 
not only in his connection with the In- 
stitute, but in every walk of life where 
duty called him, be it civic, military or 
Jndlcial. As President of what ia now 
known as Pioneer Council No. 1, and 
snbseqneutiy as Grand President of the 
PsdSc Jurisdiction, his nsms became .a 
household word wherever a branch of the 
V. M. I. existed. 

As the order pugressed and grew the 
leaders turned their thoughu to the estab- 
lishment of new couucils. San Jose 
Council No. 2 was organized March 30, 
1886, and within five months ttas coundla 
from Miinon No. 3 to Vallejo No. 13 
wcra ocgsnized snd hsve st all times 
maintsincd tbdr eststence. The man 
who took the initiative in this tfork of 
otgsnizstion was Jphn J. McDade, Uie 
first Grsnd President, snd afterward the 
first Supreme President of the Y. M. 1. 
When the requisite number of councils 
had been organized tbe first Grand Coun- 
cil was called and held in San Francisco 
on July 4, IKS,^. Mr. McDade presided 
and was there elected Grand President, 
and was again re-elected by tbe G ran 
Councils held in San Joee and 
mento. 

The fourth Grand Coundl was held in 
Stockton, Cel., in September, 1888, pre- 
vious to which time councils had been 
organized in Nevada, Oregon, Washing- 
ton, Utah, British Columbia, Montana, 
Ohio atKl New York. M. W. Flemiug 
was here elected Grand President. He 
was in turn succeeded by Bon. J, -F. 
Sullivan, who aerved for two terms. 

On July 4, 1890, the Atlsntic juris- 
diction was ocgsniaed in Cincinnati by 
Grand President Sullivan. F. B. Macken- 
tape was selected aa the first Gran

The American Tobacco Company 
has entered upon a war for the trade 
of Great Britain, to the chagrin of 
the British tobacco dealers. Presi- 
dent Duke has been there to per- 
sonally supervise the move and 
coolly told the Britishers his com- 
pany were after their trade and 
would sUrt with $s.oQO.ooo and 
spend more if necessary. This was 
regarded as a bluff. But President 
Duke seems to have attended to 
business as well as Ulk. American 
agencies were established, drum- 
mers suddenly appeared throughout 
Great Britain, shipments of Ameri- 
can tobacco for chewing and smok- 
ing of superior quality arrived and is 
now being sold in the shops cheaper 
than inferior English grades, which 
are being ignored. Then it is 
learned that the American company 
is preparing to erect an immense 
warehouse at an Irish port, prob- 
ably Cork, as headquarters, from 
which they can promptly fill orders 
for all grades of tobacco. The Brit- 
ishers were stunned, then they met, 
organized and determined to drive 
the Yankee out of the market. 
Their first move is to withdraw 
from agenU and traders all bonuses, 
so they can reduce the price to com- 
pete. So Great Britain is likely to 
enjoy a cut-rate tobacco war, and 
before it is over they will have an 
illustration of how the American 
conducts a cut-rate war, sel's below 
cost, busts his competitors, gets all 
the trade and winds up rich. In 
the meantime the people of the 
British isles will chew and smoke 
tobacco the like of which they 
never dreamed of. It takes the 
Yankee to do such things.

James V. Smith was elecleil Grand 
President of the Pacific jurisdii Uon in | 
1891, and his administration was one of' 
the most memorable in the order, as he 
made a tour during which he visited 
every council therein. C. P. Rendon 
waa next elected Grand President at 
Freaao in 189S, and waa aocceedad by P. 
J. Moraaky at the Onad Coandl held at 
Maryaville in 1893. The latter made 
effort to convene a Supreme Council of 
the order during hia term of oflBce but 
without success. 

The tenth Grand Council, held in San 
Francisco, in 1894 elevated' F. J. Kierce, 
now Supreme President, to the Presi- 
dency of the Pacific jurisdiction. Like 
his predecessor, Judge Smith, he visited 
all the oonncila allotcd to the Pacific 
jnriadiction. It waa daring hia term of 
office that a plan for the oifanisation of 
the Supreme Council aatisbwtory to the 
Atlantic and Pacific juriadictiona waa 
formulated. The delegates elected to the 
first Supreme Council from the Pacific 
jurisdiction were Messrs. J. J. McDade, 
J. F. Sullivan, J. Smith, 1". J. Murasky, 
F. J. Kierce, James Gallagher and Frank 
McGlynn. 

John Lynch waa elected Grand Presi- 
dent of the Pacific jnriadiction at the 
eleventh Grand Cooadl held at Vallejo 
in 1896. It was during his term of ofiee 
that the Supreme Council was held, con- 
vening St Denver in February, 1896. 
The action of tlie Supremo Council in 
separating the .\tlantic and Pacific into 
the Grand Council jurisdictions now- 
existing bsd the effect of shortening his 
term to eight months. The eleventh 
Grand Council at 'vallejo was the last 
general gathering of delegates repreaent- 
ing the conndla in the now Northweat 
and Pacific Grand Council Juriadictiona. 

In the Atlantic jnriadictiona the Grand 
Preeidenta elected at the five Grand 
Councils held were F. K. Mackentepe, 
two terms; T. A. Bruhl, J.J, Maher and 
Juil^e II. W. Rives, of Kentucky. The 
delegates from the Atlantic jurisdiction 
to the first .Supreme Council were H. W. 
Rives, J. L. Gaynor, Charles B. Adams, 
F. D. Lyon, M. T. Corcoran, C. A. 
Korbly, W. K. Kenney, W. D. Sexton, 
Rev. D. P. O'Brien, P. B. Coetello and 
Jamea A. Mnlligan. The council con- 
vened at Denver on February 1.5, 1896. 
J. J. McDade was elected .Supreme Presi- 
dent. The next Supreme Council met at 
St. Louis in October, is;»«, when F. J. 
Kierce was chosen Supreme President. 
He was again re-elected at Denver in 
October, 1900, and still ably fills that im- 
portant poaition. The hiatory of the Y. 
M. I. ainoe the adjoHmnwat of thefirat 
Supreme Council centers around the 
work of that body ia controlling and di- 
recting the different juriadictiona and 
detached councils and in aiding and 
assisting in the carrying on of their work. 

The Voung Men's Institute is a Catho- 
lic society. It appeals for its member 
ship to those who are of the Catholic 
faith, and to assist mother church in 
elevating man through unity and fra- 
ternity to the heighta of charity, good 
will and beaevoleBce, ia its ndaaion and 
haa ever been ita pnrpoae. It requires 
neither convincing argument nor per 
suasive eloquence to show that thia 
society appeals to right thinking men 
whatever be their creed. At the very 
threshold of membership it is ex|)ectcd 
that an applicant shall live nj) to the 
cardinal principles upon which thisorder 
is founded. The constitution provides 
that the objecU of the Y. M. I. are 
"mntnal aid aad benevolence, the moral, 
social and iatcUectnal improvement of 
iU membera, aad the proper develop- 
ment of aentiments of devotion to the 
Catholic church and loyalty to oar 
country," in accordance with ita motto. 
"Pro Deo, Pro Patria." 

More than any other fraternal society 
the Y. M. I. haa modeled its laws and 
plan of operation after that masterpiece of 
the world's atatcamanahip, "the pride of 
every model aad the perfection of every 
maater," the conatitntion of the United 
SUtea. In our country we have a Gen- 
eral Government and a Federal constitu- 
tion which guide and direct the general 
affairs of the several States, but without 
interference with their internal workings. 
In the Y. M. I. we have a Supreme Coun- 
cil constitution in which is vested 
supreme authority over the aeveral 
Grand ConncU jnriadictions, having a 
uniformity of general hiwa. but without 
interfering with the local Ccmditioua 
peculiar to -the aeparate juriadictiona. 
Beneath the varioua State governments 
exist the various county governments. 
We have the subordinate councils stand- 
ing in the same general relations to the 
different Grand Council jurisdictions 
that the several counties !>tand to their 
respective States. We have under the 
American form of government the differ- 
ent Territories not yet atrong enough to 
suatain a State government, and under 
the direct enpervMon and'control of the 
General Government, and in the Inati- 
tnte, to complete the parallel, we have 
detached councils under the direct super- 
vision and control of the Supreme Coun- 
cil and its otficers, because they are not 
as yet able to sustain a (irand Council 
jurisdiction. 

But it may be aske<l : Why the necea- 
sity of a Catholic fraternity like the Y. 
M. I.? Are there not other fratemitiea 
which yon may join? Admitting that 
there are such bodies, why debar the 
Catholic young men from having in ad- 
dition a society which, while it is mo.st 
thoroughly American, shall bring under 
its benign influence not only the Catholic 
who may join existing fraternities, but 
also the Catholic laymen who would 
never enter their portals. Another adds: 
But are there not other such societies of 
a Catholic nature— why the need of the 
Y. M. I.? H is true there are other Cath- 
olic aodetiea, but not one of them is 
founded upon the plan of ours — not one 
is performing the work that ours is ac- 
complishing Some of the existing Catho- 
lic societies confine tbeir membership to 
a particular nationality, others are mere 
fraternal insurance societies, and still 
others are merely social or sick benefit 



ones. JM ot thaaa are ddog ia their 
particular iphere good work, bat it re- 
mained for the foaaders of the Young 
Man's Inatitnte to establish a aodety 
which knows none of the narrow limits 
of color or nationality — a society which 
has a constitution, like the country in 
which it was lx>rn, broad enough, grand 
eiiough and large enough to bring under 
its folds every person worthy of member- 
ship, whether he be the petted sdon of 
wealth or the man who in the bney work- 
shop or beneath the brmuiag addday 
aun earaa Ida living by boneat aunnal 
toil. TMaaoekty. like the cbareh itself, 
is Catholic, it ia univerMil, it dadres 
every good man to enter ita ranks and 
differentiates not between the classes and 
the masses. The Y, M. I. is Catholic and 
it is .American. 

The progress which this society has 
made has l>een rapid. Its growth has 
been marvelous mainly becauae it met a 
want. How shall we beat meet the press- 
ing needs of oar people ia the problem to 
be solved.- If yoa aak a perticvlar iadi- 
vidusl he will narrow them by the com- 
pass of hia own nnderatanding and of hia 
immediate circle. Hence the necessity 
of united and conjoint action and the 
interchange of opinion at fre()ueiil inter- 
vals. Mutual aid and benevolence are 
among the objects of the Y. M. I. Sick 
or death benefits alone are not the incen- 
tives or inducements which bring mem- 
bers to onr ranks. Thew benefita are 
desirable and saadfal wImb nn f o raa e e n 
drcnaataacea raqnire that they be ap- 
plied for in the honr of riCkneaa, trial or 
tribulation, and when aid and benevo- 
lence are required. The Y. M. I. has 
never been remiss in dispensing charity 
from her treasury, and that charity and 
benevolence constant, com] 
efficacious and universal. 

Another portion of the mission of the 
Young Men's Inatitnte is the moral, 
aocial and iatcllectaal improvemeat of 
our young men and of onr memberahip 
Thia is probably the baae of the great 
work which it ia accomplishing. In this 
land every man has a right to advance 
and improve. He may rise by his own 
merits, irre.sj)ective of the position or 
aituation in life from whence he came 
He haa a right to aspire to any position 
in the gift of the people, from the most 
lowly to the higheat. The brightest 
names in our history are the names of 
men who have aprung from an ohacure 
origin Bach man, after all, mnat act in 
and of himself in the advancement of 
everything which pertains to national 
progress. Out of the life of the indi- 
vidual llows the stream of the world 

But the Young Men's Institute, after 
all, while a society of Catholics, is not a 
sodality. It is a society of laymen for 
the accomplishment through its plan of 
operation of general good in a moral, in 
a social and ia an intellectual way. The 
intellectnal advancement of the membera 
ia of paramoont importance. Hie apicad 
ing and diaaeniaaUoa of Catholic truth 
is a moat neceaaery thing. The order 
expects to accomplish this in various 
ways. Hy means of suitable libraries and 
reading rooms, by the printe<l word and 
upon the lecture platform the Y. M. I. 
presents to the people of this continent 
the truths of Catholic hiatory and phil 
oBophy and the truths concerning the 
doctrinea and dogmaa of the CaUiolic 
chnrcb, the great part aba haa played in 
the wofld'a bialory and her inflnenoe 
upon civilization. It ia the miaaion of 
the Institute, in accordance with its con- 
stitution, to proi>erIy develop sentiments 
of devotion to the Catholic church and 
loyalty to onr country in accordance with 
its motto, "Pro Deo, Pro Patria." 

The first duty of the Catholic as a citi- 
srj ia to stand for all that ia implied in 
the '»rin— far tiSerty, order, education 
and opportunities. The Catholic ahould 
be in the very forefront of the march of 
progreas. The Institute desires to bring 
under its influence men snxious for self- 
impiovement~as.sertive, energetic, enter- 
prising men, willing to assist in the 
elevation of their fellows and aid and 
encourage them in various ways. 

Mere ethical culture ia not the basis of 
true moral improvement. With the 
birth of the Y* M. I. a movement was 
begun which is certainly deatined to ac- 
compliah great thinga, not only for the 
culture but for the advancement of Cath- 
olics in this country. The organizers of 
this society were earnest in their desire 
tot>enefit their fellow-Catholics and their 
fellow-citizens; they were eager to .see 
effective work done, and they took early 
<>Pportuiiit> to iir^f iii>on yonng men the 
necessity of uniting into one grand body 
for their moral, eodal and intellectnal 
improvemeat aad advancement. The 
principle which iaafiired the eziatence of 
the Institute iaaa old aareaaon itself, as 
unchanging as truth and as lasting as the 
church, The work left undone by other 
societies the Y. M. I. has taken up, and 
it is the noble and responsil)le mission of 
this order to carry this work to a success- 
ful conclusion. Man's religious nature 
is the sequence of his rational nature. 
The loftiest intellecta in all ages have 
had the deepca^ religiona convictions. 
Different periods have different aaplra- 
tions. American patriotiam ia needed - 
patriotism active and -inteaae— patriotism 
speaking with noble pride, irith throb- 
bing heart, "Civis Americanna," I am an 
American dticen. Let na lend onr efforts 
to crown the miraclea of onr paat with 
the spectacle of a republic compact, 
united, indissoluble in the bonda of love, 
aerene and resplendent at summit of 
human achi evment and earthl y glory.
